'•'AGGRESSIVE" POLITICS 


ILLUSTRATED BY A SCENE IN THE 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Tho Assembled Statesmen Sco.tlio Hoo.iiei- 


Idea and Go Several Bettor— A Riot on 
Hie Speaker's Stnud— A Quiet JDuy at 
Indianapolis — Two Seuators To Bo 
Chosen— An Arkansas IncUlent. 


N. J., Jan. 12.— Tho greatest 


flglit that tuo Sow Jorsay legislature over 
eiperioncod took placo Tuesday la the stnto 
house. Probably nothing in tho history of 
any state ever equalled it. Party prejudice 
and personal fading and disliko overpowered 
all courtesy and good-fellowship, and tho as- 
sembly chamber became tho scene o£ a most 
disgraceful riot. At two distinct times mob 
law prevailed in tho assembly, and on tho 
second occasion order -n-as only restored, 
after a hand-to-hand fight, by a hasty ad- 
journment. 


The Republican assemblymen mot in tho 


sonata chamber at H a. m,, but ad journecUit 
noon without nominating any ofllcers. Tho 
Labor mon joined neither caucus. Tho Dem- 
ocrats held thoir caucus in the assembly 
chamber at 11. They over-reached them- 
selves by forming a combination ol Hudson, 
Camden and Sussex counties, and ttiroo 
dissatisUed members, Buird, from "Warren ; 
'U'olvcrton and Arnov.-iue>, trom Huntovdon, 
after expressing their disapproval, loft the 
caucus, and could not bo porsuudod to re- 
turn. Thu caucus soon adjourned, but reas- 
sembled at 
-J p. m. without the disnffected 


members. 


Promptly at 3 o'clock tho minority assem- 


blymen presented themselves at tho doors of 
tho chamber where the Democratic caucus 
was being hold and demanded entrance. This 
was refused, but the doors wero forced, and 
tho assemblymen, backed by n surging crowd, 
pushed into tho chamber and lillod it,1 the 
galleries being also filled in an instant with 
an overwhelming mass of people. All was 
confusion, and tho cries of tho chairman, 
James Beckwitb, for order and to clear tho 
room wero greeted with hoots and yells of 
derision. 
The spectators applauded and 


acted in an outrageous manner, urging tho 
minority to stay, V/hon a brief silonco was 
gained Mr. Armstrong, tho lost speaker of 
tho last house, addressed tho chair as ".Mr. 
Chairman of thu Democratic caucus," and 
demanded by law their right to occupy their 
seats, as S o'clock was the time of opening 
legislation. This was denied by tho chair- 
man, who said that tho laivspocified only tho 
day, not the hour ot organizing; tbat tho 
Democratic caucus was not finished, and that 
thoy proposed to remain until they bad fin- 
ished. He then asked tho people to retire, 
but was only laughed at. A wordy battlo 
tlinn followed 
between 
Armstrong aud 


Noonau, a Democrat. Finally another ap- 
peal was mado to thg people, and tho housa 
•was cleared. 
Tho Ropubb'cans also retired. 


Then camo tho fun. "VThilo tho Democrats 


continued thoir caucus and wero fixing up 
tboir ticket, the Republicans got together In 
tho speaker's room. They secured tho dis- 
affoctod Democrats and two labor men, 
which gavo them a majority, and elected 
a ticket, putting Baird at the head as 
speaker 
of 
the assembly. After being 


sworn in, tho majority offoctcd on entrance 
to tho assembly chamber and Chase Hill 
escorted tho nowly-oloctod 
speaker, 
Dr. 


Bftird, to tho chair, then occupied by Chair- 
man Bcokwith, 
one ot tho 
Democratic 


caucus, which was still in session. Dr. Baird 
took tho seat and then began an unseemly 
struggle between Beckwltb and Baird. Bock- 
with tried to ojoct Baird from tho ch!\lr, but 
tho new speaker was surrounded by bis 
friends, who maintained him his position. 
In tho struggle the chair was thrown from 
the platform and several members engaged 
in a fist fight. Three policemen sent by tho 
governor triod to quell tho disturbance and 
eject tbo members, and directed their atten- 
tion mainly to Torrenco McDonald, tho new 
sergeant-at-arrns. Thoy succeeded in lifting 
him from bis feet and wore carrying him to- 
ward tho door when ho was rescued by his 
friends.
